INTRODUCTION 


The Bureau of Mines annually canvasses the peat producers in the United 
States and publishes economic data on the industry, based upon reports from 
producers. This publication lists all producers that reported commercial 
production to the Bureau for 1959. The companies named herein represent vir- 
tually all commercial producers of peat. A few companies, however, may not 
have been canvassed or failed to respond, as the survey is voluntary for pro- 
ducers, and the industry has many small operations that operate intermittently. 
No consideration was given to the quantities of peat produced and output of 
the various companies listed ranged from less than 100 tons to more than 
50,000 tons. 


Peat is included in the Bureau's annual surveys of the mineral industries 
because, technically, peat is a fuel. Although none is used for fuel in the 
United States, peat is a potential source of energy and one of our large 
mineral resources. The domestic peat industry produces peat chiefly for use 
as a soil amendment. The industry has expanded rapidly during the past decade 
with active operations increasing from 45 in 1947-49 4; to 105 in 1959. Out- 
put during this period has increased 218 percent, rising from 131,782 net tons 
to 419,460 net tons. 


Peat is classified in this report as moss peat, reed-sedge peat, and peat 
humus. Moss peat refers to peat that has formed principally from several 
species of mosses, is only moderately decomposed, and is generally acid in 
reaction. Reed-sedge peat has formed principally from reeds, sedges, cattail, 
and other swamp plants, is generally more decomposed than moss peat, and varies 
from slightly acid to alkaline in reaction. Humus is any peat that is so 
decomposed that its botanical identity is lost. Table 1 shows the kind of 
peat produced by each company in the United States in 1959. 


The known original reserves of peat in the United States and the size and 
estimated quantity of peat in deposits currently being exploited, by States, 
are given in table 2. Field investigations by the Federal Geological Survey in 
1909 and 1922 established reserves in the United States at 13.8 billion tons 
of air-dried peat. These reserves remain virtually intact as less than 0.05 
percent of the total has been consumed to date. About three-fourths of the 
total peat occurs in Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan. The remainder is in 
at least 27 other States, of which more than half is in Florida. Peat oper- 
ations in 1959 covered approximately 15,000 acres that held maximum reserves 
estimated at 53 million tons of air-dried peat.

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SUMMARY 


Table 1 lists the names and addresses of 104 producers in 19 States that 
reported peat production for 1959 to the Bureau of Mines. Also given is the 
location of bogs, kind of peat produced, and manner of sale. Thirty-two pro- 
ducers reported moss-peat production; 33, reed-sedge peat; and 5k, peat humus. 
Several operators produced more than one type. Michigan, with 34 operations, 
had nearly one-third of the active plants. Ohio, with 11 producers, had the 
second largest number, followed by Washington and Florida with 10 and 8 plants, 
respectively. Pennsylvania had 6 operations; California and Indiana, 5 each; 
Connecticut and Illinois, 4 each; Colorado, New Jersey, and New York, 3 each; 
Georgia and Maine, 2 each; and Idaho, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, South 
Carolina, and Wisconsin, 1 each. Figure 1 shows the approximate location of 
the operations. 


Kighty producers sold peat in bulk only, 3 sold only packaged peat, and 
20 sold both bulk and packaged peat. One company produced peat in 1959 but 
had no sales. About one-third of the total output was sold in packages, of 
which nearly three-fourths came from 8 plants in Michigan. California, Con- 
necticut, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Maine, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina, and Wisconsin also sold packaged peat. Most was 
marketed in 50- and 100-pound plastic-lined paper and burlap bags. Michigan 
also sold the largest amount of bulk peat. 


Excavating and loading equipment varied greatly but, in general, conven- 
tional or modified types of excavation and earth-moving machinery were used 
for excavating and moving peat. The most popular machine was the front-end 
loader, 100 of which were used at 69 operations. This is an all-purpose 
machine that generally is used for loading, but also is used for excavating 
at some operations. Other types of excavating equipment and the number of 
plants employing each type in 1959 were as follows: Power shovels, 1/7 plants; 
draglines, 61; bulldozers, 71; clamshells, 13; and dredges, 4. In addition, 
most plants used trucks for hauling peat, and several used tractor-drawn 
harrows for cultivating peat prior to excavation. No one type of excavating 
equipment is suitable for all types of peat, nor for any one type in partic- 
ular. Selection of equipment is generally dependent upon such variables as 
topography, water level of the deposit, and financial status of the company. 
EKighty-two producers shredded peat with a variety of soil shredders, hammer- 
mills, pulverizers, and grinders. Three producers employed drying equipment 
for reducing moisture content.
